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Summary and M ethods

In response to recommendations from the Colorade Ribbon Panel on Housing and
the Colorado Foreclosure Prevention Task ForceCtilerado Division of Housing has
compiled the attached information regarding foreates in Colorado.

During the 2009 legislative session, the legiskpaissed, and the governor signed,
House Bill 1197 which mandates that the foreclosot&s contained in this report be
considered the official foreclosure statisticstad state of Colorado. The legislation also
required that statistics on cures now be includetithat Public Trustees submit the
required information to the Division of Housing.

These statistics have been collected to provideasrate a view as possible of
foreclosures in Colorado and to determine whichoregof the state are most heavily
impacted by foreclosures. The data is provided ocouaty-by-county basis and is based
on foreclosure data reported by the Public Truste#fice of each county.

This report seeks to provide two essential pie¢@sformation:
Foreclosure Filing Statistics:

The recording of the notice of election and dem@eD) is the event that begins the
foreclosure process. In general, when a borrowat lisast 3 months delinquent and in
default, the lender will file an NED with the publirustee and the borrower will receive
notice of the initial sale date. This notice vai# sent from the public trustee’s office in
the county in which the property is located, anthi point, the property is in
foreclosure.

The Public Trustee filings provide an objective swea of how many foreclosure
proceedings have been initiated in a given cousiigh filings can be “cured” and
“withdrawn” before the property is sold at auctiomaning that not all foreclosure
filings result in a final foreclosure sale. HowevRublic Trustee numbers are a useful
indicator of the number of loans in a county thetdnbecome seriously delinquent, and
they provide insights into the overall health of tieal estate market within that county.



We should note that in addition to single-familynfes, condominiums, and townhomes,
NED statistics include filings on agricultural, umtrial, commercial, and multifamily
properties. Vacant land is included as well.

Foreclosure Sale Statistics: Approximately 110-125 days after the initial filinigpe
property may be sold at the Public Trustee audtaathird party or to the mortgage
company. Once the foreclosure sale takes placeti@viproceedings will proceed during
the next several weeks.

As listed below, the foreclosure filings number ainel foreclosure auction sales number
are two independent numbers. In other words, thpeasties that went to final sale during
the current quarter are not the same propertieshndmtered the foreclosure process the
same quarter. For example, among properties thait twesale during a given quarter, a
large portion of those foreclosures were filedeatst four months earlier, meaning a
foreclosure filing and foreclosure sale do not oceithin the same quarter. The period
between the foreclosure filing and the foreclosalke at auction is legally at least 110
days, but in some cases, this period may actuadyrhuch longer.

Why are both numbersimportant?

The foreclosure filings number provides a view oftmany borrowers have become
seriously delinquent on their loans. Foreclosumegs provide a good guide to
foreclosure activity in a given county, and whilpraperty may be withdrawn from the
foreclosure process after a filing is made, thadg statistics nevertheless indicate where
borrowers are delinquent and in default.

The foreclosure sale numbers generally indicate imawy borrowers have lost all equity
in the property as the result of it being soldrtotaer party at auction, including the
mortgage company, an investor, or others. Many étoalgls in the foreclosure process
lose their properties through a variety of processeh as short sales and deed-in-lieu-
of-foreclosure agreements. Losing the propertyuph a foreclosure sale, however, is
generally most damaging to the credit of the boewand foreclosure (unless the
property is sold at auction for more than the valfithe loan) does not allow for the
borrower to preserve any of the equity he or shghtrstill have in that property.

Study Findings

During the first quarter of 2012, Colorado pubfigstees reported 7,783 foreclosure
filings and 4,221 sales at auction (completed floeoes). During the first quarter of
2011, there were 8,079 filings and 5,605 sales. [i2oing year-over-year for the first
quarter, foreclosure filings fell 3.7 percent andpleted foreclosures fell 24.7 percent.

Comparing the first quarter of 2012 to the fourttader of 2011, foreclosure filings fell
8.9 percent from 8,540 to 7,783. Foreclosure sales 4.0 percent from 4,057 to 4,221
during the same period.



During the first quarter of this year, foreclostilegs fell for the first time since the
second quarter of 2011, and auction sales totelfarsthe first time in a year following
three quarters of decline (see Graph 1). The austies total for the first quarter of this
year was near the lowest level recorded since thisibn of Housing began tracking
foreclosure data during 2007. Filings are now 3tget below 2009’s third-quarter peak
of 12,468 filings. Foreclosure auction sales feflthe third quarter in a row, falling to 40
percent below the previous peak of 7,117 recordeihg the third quarter of 2007.

Below is a time series showing quarterly totalfoeclosure filings and sales. The large
dip in sales shown during the second quarter o82@M be attributed to a change in the
foreclosure time line that took effect on Janugrg2d08 and led to a large temporary dip
in the number of foreclosure sales during Marchilsgmd May of that year.

During 2011, foreclosure filings fell 25 percent3b,878 filings from 2010’s filings total

of 42,746. 2011’s filings total was the lowest aalniotal since 2006 when filings totaled
28,435. Foreclosure sales at auction fell 18 peémtenng 2011, dropping to 19,622 from
2010's sales total of 23,854. 2011’s sales tota tha smallest recorded since 2006 when
17,451 sales were reported.

County Statistics

Trends in different counties throughout the state/\considerably. The 12 most
populous counties in Colorado now account for 8tgra of all foreclosure filings
activity in Colorado. However, in 2007, the 12 nepwlitan counties accounted for more
than 90 percent of foreclosure activity in Coloraithdlicating that foreclosure activity
outside the metropolitan areas has become relgtmete common.

Aggregate statewide totals and trends do not naafseeflect changes in foreclosure
totals at the county level as county-level change®e not uniform throughout the state.

The map below shows which counties reported thiedsigforeclosure rates in each
county. Categories reflect proportions of househcloimpleting the foreclosure process.

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Foreclosure rates are split into 4 categories: 1. (burgundy) More than 0.5 percent of all
households.

Rates of foreclosure for each county are listeflable 3 of the appendix.
Statewide, there was approximately 1 completeccfoseire (foreclosure sale) per 469
households for the first quarter of 2012.

Mesa County reported the highest foreclosure ratieeometropolitan counties, and was
the only metropolitan county in the top ten stdtedoreclosures. All other counties in
the top ten were mountain counties including: @il®arfield, San Miguel, Grand, and
Park, among others. See Table 3.



The metropolitan counties with the largest numberompleted foreclosures per
household were Mesa, Adams, Pueblo and Weld caumfiesa County reported one
foreclosure for every 249 households, while Adand Rueblo counties reported one
foreclosure for every 323 and 324 households, otsiedy. Weld County reported one
foreclosure for every 346 households.

Boulder County reported the lowest foreclosure am@®ng metropolitan counties with 1
completed foreclosure per 1,067 households.

From 2007 through 2008, few mountain counties osM@& Slope counties were found
among the counties with high foreclosure rateset®nt quarters, however, counties
from these parts of the state are more commonigirGrand, Summit, Archuleta,
Eagle and Gunnison counties all at some point mawedhe top ten for counties with
the highest foreclosure rates.

It is important to note, however, that countiesdwaimall populations are also prone to
very volatile foreclosure rates as a small riseathiin the total number of foreclosures
can significantly change the foreclosure rate &mall county for a quarter. San Juan
County, for example, reported only three foreclesuand now has the highest
foreclosure rate in the state.

Future Outlook

As expected, foreclosure filings began to slowkyréase as the lender-initiated
“slowdown” was phased out during 2011. Overalllofar the year, however, remained
low. The increase in foreclosure auction sales ftloenfourth quarter of 2011 to the first
guarter of this year reflect the increase in fayeate filings that began three quarters
earlier. It has been common in recent years foti@usales trends to reflect filings
trends, but following a nine-month lag.

With only one quarter documented so far for 201 difficult to estimate foreclosure
activity for the rest of the year. March and Amften report the highest foreclosure totals
for the year, so until April data has been receivieid difficult to estimate the year’s
overall activity.

Nevertheless, it is likely that 2012 will be anatdewn year for overall foreclosure
activity, just as both filings and sales totals egdown when compared year over year.

It is unlikely that foreclosure totals will decreags much as they did from 2010 to 2011,
but a decline is still likely due to a variety aictors.

Two major factor are that employment has stabilipetthe state and that a much smaller
number of new home loans have been made in Col@iade 2008. Newly-made loans
are often the loans most likely to become delingueamd with a much smaller pool of



high-risk and newly-originated loans, this dimiresithe number of foreclosures that
could be considered high-risk for foreclosure.

M ethods

The Colorado Division of Housing has sought toexilforeclosure information on all 64
counties. Data is collected directly from the Pafliustee’s office in each county. Some
numbers in this report reflect corrections madstaébistics reported in earlier reports.

The per-household calculation for each county setdan 2008 (the most recent year
available) estimates of occupied households proviethe Colorado State
Demographer.

The household number is that of “total occupieddogi units” in each county. Owner-
occupant totals are only available for a minorityColorado counties, so for purposes of
consistency across all counties, occupied housnitgatals are used.

As of publication time, the following counties have reported local foreclosure totals:
Montezuma and Otero. Totals presented in the répothese counties are based on an
average of the most recent four quarters. Totdldoeirevised as new data is submitted.
